Primary Election to 


Be Held April 25th

The city primary election has 
been called for April 25, and the 
regular municipal election for May 
9th. 

The voting precincts for this 
election have been reduced from 
32 to 17 precinets. 

As it is a little early in the cam- 
paign, there is no ‘‘political ex- 
citemerit’’ st president, but indica- 
tions are that there will be much 
interest in the ‘selection of three 
city councilmen to succeed the 
present incumbents, J. W. Hart- 
nett, Mrs. J. B. Qgborn and John 
Gerlach. 

Many predict that all threé in- 
cubents will succeed themselves, 
and up to date there has been no 
criticism of consequence passed 
upon the incubents. Their ex- 
perience in municipal affairs should 
commend them, if they have served 
the public faithfully and honestly. 

Councilman Hartoett has served 
two terms, and if re-elected, will 
be the oldest city official in point 
of continuous service. He has 
many friends who will endorse him 
on his record, and itis canceded 
that he will be re-elected. 

Mrs. Ogborn, although a ‘‘lone 
woman'’ on the board, has proved 
herself to be qualified for fhe posi- 
tion and is valuable helpin mattere 
Pertaining to etty planning and 
improvements. 

Councilman John Gerlach is re- 
forred as being a candidate for re- 
eivction, Although Mr. Gerlach 
Jad) presumably lefi Richiioud to 
engage in ranching, it is inferréd 
that he has decided to continue 
his residence here. He has always 
been considered a sound business 
ivan and well qualified for city 
councilman, 

And still there are others—a 
number who would serve the eitv, 
many of them good citizens, who 
pay taxes and contribute gener- 
ously to the city’s excheqerer, who 
would help direct the business 
management of Richmond. 

Among them are J. H. Plate and 
H. P. Lauritzen, Frank Gardner, 
8. B. Kurtz, and several other 
business men who may make a 
““noise’’ later. 

Indications are that the city 
election will be interesting on

ODD MATERIAL FOR NEEDLES 


Clay Has Been Found to Give Excel- 
lent Results in Construction of 
Phonograph Apparatus. 


Like Adam, the latest talking- 
machine needles are shaped from 
clay. It has been found that clay 
of a certain kind, when cut from 
the shale-banks and properly dried, 
can be made into perfect needles 
capable of producing marvelously 
clear tones from phonograph rec- 
ords. Without grain or grit these 
needles, after being fired at a tem- 
perature of 2,000 degrees F., become 
sufficiently hard to play a. record 
two hundred times. 

The shale is first cut in sections 
{about six inches square, and is 
stored in paraffin-coated sacks to 
| prevent too rapid drying by expos- 
ure to the air in their moist con- 
dition. .Then the sections are placed 
| in a drying compartment where they 
are slowly dried. A saw afterward 
cuts them into strips three-quarters 
of an inch long and one-eighth of 
an inch square, after which they are 
ground to the perfect form of the 
ordinary stee] needle. These are 
put into an electric kiln and heated 
to the intense degree necessary to 
harden them.
